Reminiscences’ and Anecdotes wy Captain 
William Hay, C. B ,(Simpkin and Marshal) and 
An Autobiography of Licutenant-General Sir 
Harry Smith, Raronetof Alfiwalon the Sutlej, 
G. C. B.(Meeway), may be honourably men- 
tianed. Both these contributions were’ lying 
in the hands of their respective relatives in 
manuscript firins for the space’ of over halfa 
century, both chefly ‘relate to the eventful 
period between 1800 and 1825, and it is dis- 
tressing to learn “that they certainly never 
would have scen the light but for the sudden 
and special attraction of the nation to the 
condition of our auny and to the quite 
accidental interest in Sie Harry Smith and his 
wife aroused by the siege of Ladysmith, While 
reading these books we live far a title at the 
very heart of England in one of ‘the epochs 
best worth living in, and although th y are ia 
the hands of the public sitce more than a year 
the Anecdotes and Reminiscences will lose 
-nathing by any amount of repetitions. 
‘The gratitude of the w iit of readers is due 
to Mrs, S,C 1 Wood, for at last publishing 
the Me alntcences ant Ancedotes and we really 
owe every hing to her interest and plea-ant 
filist piely. ‘As a chill she so delighted lo hear 
her futhe's tales of the Peninswa and cf 
Waterloo that between 18yo and lis death in 
185; he wrote them dawa for her. There is.a- 
singular difference in our personal knowledge 


of the fighting under Wellington, and the 


equally fine fighting under Marlborough a 
century cadier, ine 
William Hay was descended from the first 
Marquis of ‘T'weeddale, snd was born at Spott 
House, near Dunbar, in October 1792. He 
was given his first commission, in 1809, in the 
Sand Light- Infantry, at the express wish of his 
father's friend the famous Sir John Moore, 
lately dead, Sir John had devoted special 
attention to this regiment—which by the way 
is now slationed in Bombay—-and had stipulat- 
ed thatthe yearly allowance of young officers 
‘jn addition to pay had berer not exceed {Fo 
Byear, and in no case should exceed £10% 
About a year was spert in garrison life, during 
which time Ensign Hay gloried tn poaching, 
and marched with his regiment to London to 
help to quell the Burdett riots. In the summer 
of 1810, when not ciphteen, ‘the longed-for 
order to the front came, and he left Portsmouth 
ina Dug carrying with him an unsolicited:

“i? AND EXPORT TRADE. 


‘The fact that Avieritai cotton manufacturers 
tire. increasingly interested. in the subject of 
extending their foreign markets is indicated by 
the fact that one of the principal papers read 
before’ the recent. ‘meeting of the Southern 
Cotton Spinners’ Association at Charlotte, N. c, 
was devoted to this subject, It was prepared 
by Mr. Laurus Loomis, of the well known. firm 
.f.Catlin.& Co, and treated the subject in a 
very interesting and instructive manner. " After 
calling attention to the rapid growth of Ameri- 
can trade in cotton gocds in the Philippines, 
Mr, Loomis pointed out that still greater pro- 
gress might be anticipated as soon as steam- 
ship lines are established plying [frequently 
and regularly between American: ports and 
Manila, and when the harbour improvements. 
under cansiruction and projectet. make’ 
Manila the shipping centre of American” 
business in the Orient and a successful 
tival to the great distributing ports of 
Hongkang and Singapore. After discussing 
at some length the existing situation in Man- 
churia with reference tothe trade in cotton 
goods already enjoyed by American manufac- 
turers, Mr, Loomis endorsed ths recommenda- 
tions fecently made by Mr. Miller, the United 


| States Consul at Newchwang, viz-: (1) The 


establishment of direct trade with Manchuria 
instead of through Shanghai and Hongkong ; 
(2) that ‘the United States urge tne opening of 
Manghuria to the trade of all the world ; and 
(3) that a new-Consulate-General be established 
in that province, 

Mr. Loomis also referred to the extreme im- 
portance of establishing American banking 
houses abroad as an auxiliary to the extension 
of the commerce of this country, mentioning 
the branches already established by the Inter- 
national Banking Corporation and_ the 
Guarantee Trust Company, of New York at 
various points in the Orient. In conclusion, 
Mr. Loomis strongly urged the desirability of 
passing Jaws favourable to the increase of the 
American merchant marine, and especially the 
establishment af lines to ‘the. Orient,—Dun's 
Magazine. 


GREAT BRITAIN IN CHINA, 
oe. 
British commercial prospects in the Far 


.East would seem to be in a parlous way just 


now, if the 7imes correspoadent at, Peking.has 
correctly grasped the situation. The China 
markut, so fir, has certainly not filfilled the 
sanguine expectations, with which we joined 
the other Powers in signing the Peace Protocol | 


two years ago, but this disappointment doubt-, 


less is largely due to transitory causes, includ- 


ing the great destruction of property and im- 
poverishment of the people by the war, and 


there:would not be much cause for anxiety if 
we ‘were..still, holding our own relatively to 
other, Powers. Unfortunately this is precisely 
where: the shoe pinches. . We are distinctly 
losing ground and influence, it seems, and im- 


‘perilling our future ‘trade by the, laissez faire 


policy which is being pursued by our mer- 
chants and financiers, as well as by the Govern- 
ment. This ‘Yemark has reference more 
particularly to the railway development of 
China, which lies at the root of the commer- 
cial, as. well_asthe_political, question _by de: 
termining to a great extent the future channels 
of trade. It is true that: British company 
promoters have obtained ‘a fair sbare of the’ 
numerous’ railway concessions granted by 
‘the Chinese Government, but with few: excep- 
tions, these concessions lie dormant, whilst 
other countries are successfully pushing for- 
‘ward their lines and obtaining fresh conces- 
sions in. districts, calculated to prejudice our 
interests and weaken our, position even in the 
Yangtse Valley. The fact is (says the Birm- 
inghant Post) that our financiers have, to use 
an American idiom, “bitten off more than they 
can chew,” and committed themselves to larger. 
undertakings than they can conveniently float, 


With the exception of the Pekin Syndicate’s 
“yailway ofninety. miles, whichis now approach- 


ing completion, from’ the coal tneasures io 
Honan to the Wei River, whence the coal ‘will 
be shipped by water to’ Tientsin, little or noth- 
ing is be done in the way of ra‘lway construc:

Speaking at the annual meeting of the Bom- 
bay Millowners' Association the Chairman, Mr. 
Bomanjec Dinshaw Petit, said:—tn the in- 
terests of the trade I am constrained to go over 
the same ground ss [:did Inst year, and that is 
the closing of the Mint, the results of which 
have had a very deterrent effect on our. spin- 
ning industry. This procedure on the part of 
Government has had tht direct effect of lowering 
the exchange inChina; the fluctuations of which 
are so varying.in their character as to upset 
the most careful calculation, We Ought, theres | 
fore, to devote our serious attention in trying 
to devise means whereby n factor that, handi- 
caps us could be successfully stemmed and 
nullified. It would not help us to merely’ 
record our, complaint at a meeting like’ this. 


From the drift of Government policy, we see 


no likehhood of the Mints being opened again, 

“and rather than agitate fur a measure’ which 
is’ hard to obtain, we must by a concerted 
movement, suppo.ted by substantial and irrefu- 
table facts ask the intercession of Government 
in devising such measures ns may lead to the 
establishment of.a steady exchange for China 
whatever that cquivalent reasonably be. 


A STABLE EXCHANGE. 
_ The establishment of a stable exchange is 
not the only desideratum to be wished for, for 
besides this inipediment there are others in 
our way, namely, the f ct that China competes 
with us by her local productions and that Japan 
having ceased lo be a consumer of our yarns 
since 1890 sends her extra productions to China. 
In spite of these competitive facto.s which are 
beyond our control, and hence iiremediable, 
cour yarn is in great demand as ev.denced by 
the following figures:—In 1922 the yarn cx- 
ported to China was 555,000 bales being 19,000 
bales more than’ that in January got, the 
“balance of unsold stock in January 1903 not 
being more than that in January 1902. The 
fluctuation of exchange is the only item 
we can hy representation. to Government 
remedy, as the fixing of it would no- doubt 
redound to the prosperity of our trade. In 1900 
before this ‘very Association as a means of sal- 
vation for our spinning industry, 1 dwelt on 
the utter urgency of turning our attention to. 
the .manufacture of yatn and cloth of -finer 
counts, whereby we could profitably divert a 
yreat portion of the yarn we are exporting to 
.China, to our own local consumption thereby 
to a great extent doing away with the dis- 
advun'ages of the foreign market. 
CURRENCY AND EXCHANGE, 
‘In seconding the adoption of the ‘annual 
report, Mr. Sassoon J. David’, said (inter
